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The  egg-type  pullet  re- 
placement hatch  largely  deter- 
mines the  future  size  of  the  lay- 
ing flock.  Culling,  mortality, 
and  flock  management  also  af- 
fect flock  size. 

The  replacement  pullet 
hatch  in  the  10  months  ended  in 
April  was  8  percent  above  a 
year  earlier.  This  would  sug- 
gest an  increase  in  flock  size 
and  egg  production  in  the  second 
half  of  1969.  Although  these 
changes  may  be  tempered  by  a 
higher  rate  of  culling,  the  size 
of  the  laying  flock  on  January  1, 
1970,  may  still  be  moderately 
larger  than  at  the  beginning  of 
1969.

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SUMMARY* 


Egg  production  is  expected  to  remain 
aoove  1968  levels  this  summer.  Higher  broiler 
output  is  also  expected  during  the  rest  of 
tiie  year.  The  turkey  crop  may  not  be  much 
different  than  in  1968. 

May  egg  output  slightly  exceeded  1968 
levels  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Some 
further  gains  are  likely  through  summer  and 
into  fall.  The  larger  number  of  replacement 
pullets  started  through  February  will  be  in 
the  laying  flock  by  early  summer  and  will 
probably  bring  the  flock  size  above  last  year. 
Furthermore,  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  rate  of  lay. 

Egg  prices  to  producers  averaged  40,4 
cents  per  dozen  in  the  first  quarter.  Prices 
declined  in  April  and  May  as  output  increased 
seasonally.  Prices  in  the  summer  are  ex- 
pected to  be  significantly  above  spring  and 
probably  near  last  year's  level;  prices  in 
the  fall  may  average  moderately  below  a  year 
earlier. 


Broiler  marketings  in  April  and  May 
were  up  about  8  percent,  and  broiler  chick 
placements  indicate  that  the  wide  margin  will 
continue  through  July. 

Broilers  have  shared  in  the  unusually 
strong  demand  for  meats.  Even  with  larger 
supplies  of  red  meats  during  most  months 
this  year  and  substantially  larger  broiler  pro- 
duction, prices  of  broilers  have  been  higher. 
Demand  has  been  boosted  by  several  factors, 
notably  rising  consumer  incomes  and  continued 
low  unemployment  levels.  Also,  increased  prices 
of  competing  products  have  strengthened  broiler 
prices.  Wholesale  ready-to-cook  broiler  prices 
averaged  28.2  cents  per  pound  in  the  first 
quarter,  1  cent  above  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
in  April  and  May  averaged  29,0  cents  per 
pound,  up  1.7  cents. 

If  the  increase  in  consumer  incomes 
slows   as   expected   later   in   the  year,  less 

♦The  summary  of  this  report  was  released  June  11,  1969. 
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growth  in  demand  for  broilers  would  occur. 
This  would  put  prices  in  the  second  half  under 
pressure  if  the  expected  increase  in  supplies 
of  red  meat  and  broilers  materializes. 

Turkey  marketings  in  the  first  half  of  this 
year,  a  period  of  seasonally  light  production, 
may  turn  out  10  to  12  percent  below  last 
year.  This  decline,  coupled  with  a  relatively 
large  movement  into  consumption  channels, 
has  made  cold  storage  holdings  of  turkey  less 
of  a  price  depressing  factor.  Cold  storage 
holdings,  which  were  14  percent  below  a  year 
earlier  at  the  start  of  1969,  were  down  31 
percent  on  May  1, 


While  the  poult  hatch  through  April  was  5 
percent  above  last  year's  level,  there  were 
6  percent  fewer  turkey  eggs  in  incubators  on 
May  1.  Settings  during  May  for  hatching  in 
June  in  10  important  producing  States  were 
down  about  the  same  rate.  This  indicated 
drop  in  the  poult  hatch,  if  realized  could' 
result  in  marketings  in  the  September-December 
period  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier. 
Production  at  that  level  would  be  expected  to 
result  in  moderately  higher  prices  than  the 
21.1  cents  per  pound  received  in  the  main 
marketing  season  last  year. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGGS 

Recent  Situation 

Production— Egg  production  in  May  at 
6. 1  billion  was  slightly  above  a  year  earlier, 

I  There  were  1  percent  fewer  layers  during 
May,  but  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  enough  to 
result  in  a  little  higher  output,  January-May 
production  was  3  percent  below  the  high  level

Prices — Egg  prices  responded  sharply  to 
9.     a  4  percent  smaller  supply  of  eggs  in  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year.  Egg  prices  to  producers 
averaged  40.4  cents  per  dozen,  about  10  cents 
Rf     above  a  year  earlier.  Prices  declined  in  April 
and  May  as  production  increased  seasonally, 

St  In  May,  prices  averaged  30,2  cents  per 

dozen,  3.2  cents  above  a  year  earlier.  Wholesale 
prices  in  the  major  markets  reached  their 
lowest  level  in  mid-May  then  made  a  moderate 
recovery.  For  example,  the  Chicago  wholesale 

Br  price  for  Grade  A  large  eggs  reached  a  low 
of  31  cents  per  dozen,  but  by  the  end  of  the 
month  had  recovered  to  34-35  cents  and  continued 
at  this  level  the  first  2  weeks  in  June,  Prices 
in  Chicago  at  the  end  of  May  were  about  6 
cents  higher  than  a  year  ago, 

Plc 

^  Laying  feed  prices  continued  below  a  year 

earlier,  and  with  higher  egg  prices,  the  egg-feed 
—    price  ratio  in  May  was  7.6  compared  with  6.8 
bul  l^st  year.  This  was  the  highest  ratio 

for  the  month  since  1966.  While  feed  costs 
were  lower  the  cost  of  most  other  items  of 
production  increased.  For  example,  prices  of 


egg-type  started  pullets  averaged  $1.68  per 
bird  during  January-March,  slightly  above  the 
same  period  in  1968. 

Utilization— Because  of  sharply  higher 
egg  prices  the  production  of  egg  products  in 
the  first  quarter  was  down  from  a  year  earlier. 
Liquid  egg  production  (total  breaking)  was  30 
percent  less  than  in  the  same  period  in  1968. 
Liquid  egg  production  for  immediate  consump- 
tion was  up  19  percent  from  a  year  earlier  but 
the  quantity  used  for  drying  was  down  48  percent 
and  for  freezing  was  down  27  percent.  As  egg 
prices  declined  seasonally  in  April  and  May, 
breaking  activity  increased  relative  to  a  year 
earlier  and  in  May  weekly  deliveries  to  break- 
ers were  near  1968  levels.  Demand  for  eggs 
for  breaking  was  strengthened  by  the  USDA 
scrambled  egg  mix  purchase  program.  On 
May  1,  cold  storage  holdings  of  frozen  eggs 
were  40  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  11 
percent  below  1967  holdings. 

Use  of  eggs  for  hatching  in  January-April 
was  up  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The 
number  of  eggs  used  for  egg-type  chick  pro- 
duction was  up  1  percent  and  of  broiler-type 
chick  production,  6  percent. 

Exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  in  the 
first  quarter  were  down  23  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  While  exports  of  hatching  eggs 
were  nearly  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  there 
was  a  sharp  reduction  in  exports  of  shell 
eggs  and  egg  products  because  of  higher  domestic 
egg  prices. 

To  secure  supplies  of  high  protein  food 
for  distribution  to  needy  persons,  USDA  in 
March   resumed   the   purchase   program  for 
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scrambled  egg  mix.  Purchases  under  the  pro- 
gram, which  ended  May  29,  amounted  to  15 
million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $13.3  million. 
The  equivalent  of  about  22.5  million  dozen 
shell  eggs  were  required  to  make  the  quantity 
of  product  purchased  under  the  program.  Pur- 
chases of  13.1  million  pounds  of  product  were 
for  delivery  during  the  April-June  period  and 
required  the  equivalent  of  about  20  million 
dozen  shell  eggs.  This  would  amount  to  about 
1.4  percent  of  estimated  shell  egg  production 
during  the  period.  These  purchases  increased 
the  demand  for  eggs  for  breaking,  and  thereby 
bolstered  overall  prices. 

Outlook 

Production — Egg  production  is  expected 
to  remain  above  1968  levels  the  rest  of  the 
year.  With  the  addition  to  the  laying  flock 
of  the  larger  number  of  replacements  hatched 
through  February,  flock  size  and  egg  production 
may  go  moderately  above  1968  levels  in  the 
fall.  However,  heavier  culling  of  old  hens 
could  partially  offset  the  increase  in  replace- 
ments. There  was  an  increase  in  forced  molting 
in  some  areas  last  winter  and  this  may  result 
in  a  relatively  higher  rate  of  culling  in  the  fall. 

The  cutback  in  the  egg-type  replacement 
hatch  in  March-May,  ranging  from  1  to  3  percent, 
suggests  that  the  buildup  in  laying  flock  size 
may  be  held  down.  In  the  fourth  quarter,  flock 
size  may  be  only  moderately  larger  than  last 
year.  However,  the  average  age  of  the  flock 
through  the  summer  will  be  getting  younger 
and  the  rate  of  lay  is  expected  to  increase 
relative  to  a  year  earlier,  adding  to  production. 

Prices— Egg  prices  to  producers  this 
summer  may  average  near  last  year's  level 
of  36,7  cents  a  dozen.  In  this  period  last  year, 
prices  rose  more  than  seasonally  from  depress- 
ed levels.  This  summer,  the  price  rise  likely 
will  be  smaller  as  a  result  of  larger  supplies, 
and  prices  may  not  reach  last  year's  peak. 
Prices  in  the  fall  may  average  moderately 
below  the  39.7  cents  of  a  year  earlier  as 
production  is  expected  to  run  moderately 
higher. 

BROILERS 

Recent  Situation 

Broiler  slaughter  in  Federally  inspected 
processing  plants  in  the  first  4  months  was  more 
than  8  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  Broiler 
chick  placements  for  marketing  in  the  first 


quarter  were  up  about  7  percent  and  average 
weight  of  broiler  slaughtered  was  up  about 
1  percent.  Chicks  placed  in  January-March 
for  marketing  in  the  spring  were  up  8  percent. 
With  some  increase  in  weights,  production  is 
expected  to  be  a  little  higher  than  the  place- 
ments indicate. 

Consumer  demand  for  meat  has  been 
unusually  strong  so  far  this  year  and  broiler 
prices  have  continued  to  benefit.  Prices  rose 
even  though  red  meat  production  was  up  nearly 
3  percent  and  broiler  output  was  up  more 
than  7  percent  in  the  first  quarter. 

Wholesale  prices  of  ready-to-cook  broil- 
ers in  9  cities  -averaged  28,2  cents  per  pound 
in  the  first  quarter,-  1  cent  above  a  year 
earlier.  Prices  continued  strong  in  the  second 
quarter  and  in  May  averaged  29,8  cents  per 
pound,  2  cents  above  May  last  year. 

Stronger  consumer  demand  and  a  rising 
general  price  level  largely  explain  higher 
prices  despite  increased  production.  Employ- 
ment has  been  high  and  consumer  incomes  have 
risen  rapidly.  Other  factors,  such  as  growth 
of  the  carryout  market,  have  contributed  to 
stronger  demand. 


Through  mid-June  of  this  year  USDA 
under  the  Chicken  Export  Payment  Program 
contracted  to  make  payments  on  8,9  million 
pounds  of  broilers  for  shipment  to  Switzerland 
at  a  cost  of  $1.5  million.  Since  resumption 
of  the  program  in  April  1968,  payments  have 
been  contracted  on  about  17.2  million  pounds 
of  broilers  for  export  at  a  cost  of  $2,9  mil- 
lion. The  program  enables  U.S.  exporters  to 
compete  in  the  Swiss  market  where  other 
countries  are  underselling  U.S.  chickens  through 
subsidy  programs.  The  program  is  financed 
by  funds  provided  under  Section  32,  Public 
Law  320, 


Outloq,k 

Broiler  production  in  the  second  half  of 
1969  is  expected  to  continue  above  year-earlier 
levels.  The  broiler  feed-price  relationship  this 
year  has  been  more  favorable  and  suggests 
continued  expansion.  The  broiler  feed-price 
ratio  averaged  3,3  through  May  compared  with 
3. 1  last  year.  The  hatchery  supply  flock  has 
been  built  up  during  the  past  year  and  could 
siipnort  a  large  increase  in  production. 
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Demand  for  meat  is  expected  to  remain 
strong  and  broilers  are  expected  to  continue  to 
share  in  this  strength.  However,  if  efforts  to 
curb  inflation  are  successful,  a  slowing  of  growth 
in  consumer  income  may  occur  which  could 
temper  the  demand  for  broilers  and  other  meats 
later  this  year.  Thus,  with  prospects  for  larger 
output  of  broilers,  compared  with  a  year  earlier, 
and  increased  suppKes  of  beef  and  pork,  broiler 
prices  may  come  under  pressure  in  the  second 
half  and  in  the  fall  m.ay  average  below  a  year 
earlier. 

USDA  issued  its  first  Broiler  Marketing 
Guide  in  May,  It  suggested  that  egg  settings  for 
broilers  to  be  marketed  in  the  third  quarter  not 
exceed  last  year  by  more  than  6  percent  and 
placements  for  fourth  quarter  marketings  be  held 
to  last  year's  level.  Sharp  cutbacks  were  sug- 
gested in  placements  for  marketing  during  the 
holiday  weeks  of  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas  and  New  Year.  The  Guide  also 
suggested  that  placements  of  pullet  chicks  for 
the  hatchery  supply  flock  during  June-August 
be  no  larger  than  1968  and  in  the  remainder  of 
the  year  be  held  to  not  more  than  3  percent  above 
a  year  earlier, 

TURKEYS 

Recent  Situation 

Turkey  production  in  the  first  half  of  this 
year,  a  period  of  relatively  light  marketings,  may 
turn  out  10  to  12  percent  below  the  first  half  of 
1968,  This  cutback,  coupled  with  relatively  good 
movement  into  consumption  channels,  helped 
pull  cold  storage  holdings  down  to  155  million 
pounds  on  May  1,  31  percent  below  a  year  ago,  a 
level  approaching  the  past  5-year  average  of 
144  million  pounds.  Thus,  cold  storage  holdings 
could  be  less  of  a  price  depressing  factor 
later  this  year  than  last,  when  they  were 
unusually  large. 

Growth  in  demand  for  further  processed 
and  cut-up  turkey  appears  to  be  continuing  at  a 
rapid  pace  this  year.  In  January-April  there 
were  sharp  increases  in  the  amount  of  turkey 
further  processed  and  cut-up  even  though  out- 
put of  turkey  in  Federally  inspected  processing 
plants  was  below  a  year  earlier.  Production  of 
further  processed  turkey  was  up  38  percent,  and 
31  percent  more  turkey  was  cut-up  than  in  the 
same  period  last  year.  Still,  only  about  26 
percent  of  total  output  is  further  processed  and 
9   percent   is   cut   up   in   processing  plants. 

Live  turkey  prices  averaged  19.9  cents  a 
pound  in  the  first  quarter,  1,7  cents  above  a 


year  earlier.  Prices  reached  a  low  of  19.6 
cents  per  pound  in  February  and  inched  up  to 
20.4  cents  in  May,  1.4  cent  aboveayear  earlier. 

Outlook 

The  March  and  April  poult  hatch  was  2  and  1 
percent,  respectively,  above  a  year  earlier. 
However,  on  May  1  there  were  6  percent  fewer 
eggs  in  incubators.  The  number  of  heavy  breed 
poults  hatched  through  April  was  up  6  percent  but 
on  May  1,  there  were  5  percent  fewer  heavy  breed 
eggs  in  incubators.  Through  April,  9  percent 
fewer  light  breed  poults  were  hatched  and  on  May 
1  there  were  33  percent  fewer  light  breed  eggs 
in  incubators. 

Reduced  turkey  eggs  set  during  May  in  10 
States,  which  last  year  produced  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  U.S,  production,  suggest  that  the  June 
hatch  may  also  be  down.  If  so,  output  in  ±e 
main  marketing  period  September-December 
could  turn  out  near  last  year*  s  level  since  most  of 
this  output  comes  from  March-June  settings. 

Prices— Although  live  turkey  prices  so  far 
this  year  have  averaged  1  to  2  cents  above  last 
year,  the  effect  of  the  317  million  pound  carry- 
over at  the  first  of  the  year  tended  to  temper  any 
price  strength  and  has  prevented  turkeys  from 
sharing  fully  in  the  price  increases  of  red  meats 
and  broilers.  With  cold  storage  supplies  being 
worked  down,  live  turkey  prices  will  likely  be 
under  less  pressure  during  the  rest  of  the  year. 
With  production  in  the  main  marketing  season 
near  year-earlier  levels,  price  prospects  would 
be  improved  over  last  season  and  prices  would 
be  expected  to  average  moderately  above  the 
21.1  cents  per  pound  received  last  year, 

PER  CAPITA  CONSUMPTION  OF 
POULTRY  AND  EGGS  IN  1968 

Shell  egg  consumption  was  up  slightly  in 
1968,  but  a  drop  in  consumption  of  processed 
eggs  resulted  in  a  lower  total  of  320  eggs  per 
person  compared  with  323  in  1967. 

Broiler  consumption  per  person  was  up 
slightly  to  32.8  pounds  in  1968,  But  there  was 
an  offsetting  decline  in  consumption  of  chicken 
so  that  total  consumption  of  broilers  and  chicken 
was  37.1  pound  per  person  in  1968,  the  same  as 
in  1967. 

Consumption  of  turkey  was  7.9  pounds  per 
person  in  1968,  down  0.7  pound  from  the  record 
level  of  the  year  before. 
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INCOME  FROM  POULTRY  AND 
EGGS  UP  IN  1968 

Producer  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs 
amounted  to  $3.8  billion  in  1968,  up  about  5 
percent  from  1967,  The  increase  in  cash 
receipts  from  eggs  and  broilers  more  than  off- 
set declines  in  receipts  from  chickens  and  tur- 
keys. Sales  of  eggs  accounted  for  51  percent 
of  the  receipts,  broilers  35  percent,  turkeys 
11  percent,  and  farm  chickens  3  percent. 

Eggs 

Producers  sold  5,661  million  dozen  eggs  in 
1968,  or  1  percent  less  than  in  1967.  But  prices 
to  producers,  at  34,0  cents  per  dozen,  were  up 
9  percent  or  2,8  cents  per  dozen  from  1967. 
Accordingly,  cash  receipts  from  eggs  rose 
substantially  to  a  level  of  $1,922  million  in  1968, 
some  $138  million  above  1967, 

About  2  percent  of  the  eggs  were  consumed 
on  farms  where  they  were  produced.  These  eggs, 
valued  at  $38  million,  made  the  gross  value  of 
egg  production  $1,960  million  in  1968. 

Broilers  and  Chickens 

The  farm  value  of  broiler   production  was 
1,317  million  in  1968,  up  8  percent  from  a  year 


earlier.  Most  of  the  gain  came  from  improved 
prices— up  about  8  percent  over  the  1967  average; 
output  was  up  slightly.  Prices  averaged  14,3 
cents  per  pound  in  1968,  or  1  cent  above  1967. 


Sales  of  chickens,  excluding  broilers, 
amounted  to  $90  million,  down  2  percent,  due  in 
large  part  to  a  6  percent  drop  in  liveweight  sold. 
Prices  averaged  8.2  cents  per  pound,  0,3  cent 
more  than  in  1967,  About  5  percent  of  chicken 
production,  valued  at  $8  million,  was  consumed 
on  farms,  giving  a  gross  value  of  chicken  pro- 
duction of  $98  million  in  1968, 


Turkevs 

With  a  sharp  cutback  in  turkey  production, 
cash  receipts  from  turkey  marketings  were 
$415  million  in  1968,  down  substantially  from 
the  $460  million  in  1967. 


Producers  cut  output  14  percent,  but  record 
large  cold  storage  supplies  kept  liveweight  tur- 
key prices  from  responding  more  to  this  sharp 
cutback  in  output.  The  average  price  in  1968  was 
20.5  cents  per  pound,  up  4  percent,  or  0,8  cent, 
from  1967,
